WASHINGTON  —  The  United  States  Mint  will  begin  accepting  orders  for  the  2013  Girl  Scouts  of  the  USA  Centennial  Silver 
Dollar  on  February  28  at  noon  Eastern  Time  (ET).  Public  Law  111-86  authorizes  the  bureau  to  mint  and  issue  the  silver  dollar 
coins  to  commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  organization  established  on  March  12, 1912,  by  Juliette  Gordon  Low  in 
Savannah,  Ga. 

The  Girl  Scouts  of  the  USA  Centennial  Silver  Dollar  will  be  available  in  both  proof  and  uncirculated  qualities.  Pricing  is  as 
follows:

The  introductory  sales  period  ends  on  March  29,  2013,  at  5  p.m.  ET,  when  regular  pricing  takes  effect. 

In  accordance  with  Public  Law  111-86,  mintage  is  limited  to  350,000  coins  across  all  product  options.  Customer  demand  will 
determine  the  ratio  of  proof  and  uncirculated  coins  produced.  A  Girl  Scouts  of  the  USA  Young  Collectors  Set  will  also  be 
available  later  in  the  year.  The  set  will  be  limited  to  50,000  units  and  will  include  the  uncirculated  silver  dollar.  Public  Law 
111-86  also  requires  the  bureau  to  collect  a  $10  surcharge  from  the  sale  of  each  coin.  The  funds  are  authorized  to  be  paid  to 
Girl  Scouts  of  the  USA,  which  will  make  funds  available  for  Girl  Scout  program  development  and  delivery.
